At my station, I use a 178' doublet fed with 450 ohm ladderline and a 
"T" match tuner for all band operation. I always get good signal reports 
from it on 80 meters, and often times when running QRO ( 100 watts max ) 
I often hear "best signal on the band OM". Well, the other day I was 
playing with some antenna software that a friend gave me and found out 
something interesting about my "40 meter extended double zepp". I 
checked it out on the software and found it to be 90 % efficient, while 
resonant dipole only shows 76 % efficient. The zepp shows an swr of 49: 
on the 450 ohm feedline, which shows that the 450 ohm ladderline does a 
better job of transferring power even with a big mismatch. Something 
coax could never do ! Remember, the resonant dipole only shows it's 76 % 
efficiency at the design frequency, while the zepp with ladderline feed 
exhibited high efficiency on every band I was able to load it up on !

Throw out the coax boys and invest in ladderline and a good tuner !

I am trying to be as accurate as possible with my ZL1MH 2xQRPp QSO for 
miles per watt. I am working with Mike to refine the Lat/Long. I know 
mine very accurately. I know what my OHR WM-2 read on the meter and I 
can open the box and measure the battery voltage if I do it soon. I 
know the meter said just a tiny bit below 5 mW for the QSO...say .0045 
watt. 


Is there a way to know what I was really running? How do I calculate 
it? 


Maybe I should just use that slightly less than 5 mW figure as I am not 
trying for nor breaking any records. The 20 meter record is over 
16,000,000 miles per watt. Mine is only 1,552,000 miles per watt if I 
use the .0045 watt figure (6,984 miles). 


The record: 
14 MHz t979 AA2U 80uW N4RM QRO 1,294 
16,175,000 CW 840714 


This thread could get interesting if there is theory coupled with 
practical techniques that would be of use to others. Thank you.

I'm sorry to have to post this, and especially to have to do it here, but 
i want to warn you about the following individual: 


Frederick R. Ramont 503 N. Chantilly St. Anaheim, Ca. 92806 


On Wednesday 26 July 2000, Mr Ramont posted for sale on QRP-L an Alinco 
DX-77T, represented as new, never used, for $500. Mr Ramont said he bought 
it new last Nov. but because the rules changed, he lost his opportunity to 
obtain his novice license. He allowed how he "listened" on it to aid 
learning cw, but never transmitted. He eventually told me that he did not 
have the original packing material. 


I agreed to purchase the radio and received it on Friday Aug.18th C.0.D. 


via UPS. The radio has less than 1 watt output, when transmitting. I called 
this to Mr. Ramont's attention. He claims that he checked the radio with a 
dummy load and wattmeter prior to shipping it and it produced full power. 
Although he initially suggested returning it to him, he quickly reversed 
himself and decided that i must have done something to damage the 
transceiver and therefore has washed his hands of the whole deal, leaving me 
holding the bag with an out of warrenty radio, that is defective. 


I believe this radio was known to be defective my Mr. Ramont and that is 
why he didn't sell it locally, preferring instead to cloud, confuse and 
obscure the facts surrounding it by selling it outside of the legal 
jurisdiction in which he resides. 


I paid for the transceiver with a USPS money order. I intend to contact 
the USPS tomorrow to see if there is any legal means i have at my disposal 
to suspend payment of that money order, pending satisfactory performance of 
Mr. Ramonts contract with me, or to interrupt UPS returning that money to 
him, pending the same outcome. Anyone here know anything that might have any 
bearing on this? Otherwise, if Mr. Ramont gets away with this, then i got 
screwed.(Please respond directly).

Hi Neil: 


The thermal compound ensures a low-resistance thermal path between the 
device, its mica insulator, and the heatsink. It is absolutely essential to 
use it. I've been told that a single molecule-thick layer accomplishes the 
job, but I typically apply it liberally to both sides of the insulator 
before final assembly. 


By the way, Berquist makes nifty mica insulator replacements that sidestep 
the need for the thermal compound. 


In any case, do NOT leave it out, and do NOT use Vaseline! 


Also, clean your hands with water/detergent after using it; you don't want 
to get this stuff in your eyes in particular!

As to running laderline ont he roof, I would avoid it. It will work, but the 
SWR will change in the rain and wind. 


You might want to lok in the handbook to see what kind of losses you will 
expect using the coax. To avoid the use of baluns, you can make a balanced 
line out of two coax lines. Tie the shields together at each end and feed 
the center conductors as balanced line. 


I think that the Vee configration will work as well or better than an 
inverted vee configurationa as the effective height will be greater. 


I hope that this helps. Let us know how it all turns out. - Duffey

Hans - It sounds like you have a pretty good station already. I don't have 
many suggestions to add. Getting the antenna up higher will help a lot. With 
an inverted vee at 10 M you should be able to work the world. If you can 
afford a tribander, putting it on the 10 M mast will also be an excellent 
antenna. 


There is one item that everybody can benefit from, and that is more 
selectivity. If you don't have a narrow CW filter that will help your CW 
operating a lot. I don't know if the TS-130V has provisions for adding a 
narrow CW IF filter, but if it does I would suggest looking at the INRAD 
webpage to see if they have a filter for it. If you can't fit an IF filter, 
then an audio active filter will help. A good set of headphones will help a 
lot too if you don't already have them. 


Short of that you neeed to operate. There is no substitute for experience. 
Operate at different times. The bands change a lot over the course of the 
day and if you always opearte at the same times you will miss a lot. If you 
normally operate in the evening, try operating in the early morning. Staying 
up real late on weekends is useful. Try operating different bands. 


Get yourself a propagation program and see where the band is open to when 
you operate. If you want to work a particular part of the world, the 
propagation program will tell you when and on what band to operate. Contests 


are also a good place to make lots of contacts with as many entities as you 
can. 


The Northern California DX Foundation has a set of world wide beacons on 20M 
-10 M and they are useful to get an idea of propagation. Listen to them.
